Regarding claim 17, Applicant argues that neither Muntz nor Itri teach "temiinating the combined channel with a termination circuit, the 
tenmination circuit having an impedance and comprising one or more resistors and one or more capacitors". Applicant further argues that 
the isolation circuit of Itri is not a "tenmination circuit". 

However, since the circuit of Itri has an impedance from a plurality of resistors and capacitors, receives a tip portion and ring portion as 
inputs, performs testing for fault conditions, and provides DC Isolation from the DSL line 1 10, it is held that the isolation circuit of Itri can 
be broadly interpreted to be a "termination circuit" as It provides testing of the DSL system while being electrically isolated from the 
system. It is therefore held that Muntz in view of Itri teaches claim 1 7. 
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
